LATEST FROM VERA CRUZ.

The steamer James L. Day, Capltain Wood,
nrrived yeslerda'\?. ~ She left Vera Cruz on the
o5th wlt.,, Tampico on the 27th, and Brazos
St, Jago on the 28th ult. Since the departure
of the Palmetto, on the 23d, there had been
ne arrival from General Scott’s army. The
{lizence from Mexico, due onthe 24th ult,
had not arrived on the 251k, at the time the
Dav sailed. We are, therefore, without any
luter intelligence from that interesting point.

Com. Pecry has returned to Sacrificios from
his cruize. During his absence he touched at
Lazuna, Frontera, and other ports on the coast.
At Laguna he raised the blockade, giving m-
siructions to the officer in command to Jevy
the new tariff on all imports, and a war tax of
ten per cent. ad valorem on all exports. He
took possession of the fort at the mouth of the
river. Guasacualco, destroved the guns of the
enemv found there, raised the American flag
on the fort, where it now floats, and saluted it
with a salve of twenty-one guns. He pro-
ceeded to a town, up the river some twenty
miles, of which he took peaceable possession,
and where also, with a national salute, he
raised the American flaz. The alcaldes of
some neighboring villages, while there, came
in, ofuring him peaceful possession of their
respective bailiwicks. What may prove of
impoitance 1o the Government, and =ave it
much trouble and expense, he succeeiled in
securing at this . place a map or chart of the
l'ne for the conlemplated canal across the Isth-
mus of Tehauntepee, with accompanying to-
pographical notes. He had it taken from the
ariginal, drawn out for an English company,
at whose instance the survey was made.

As soon as the vessels uuder Com. Perry
take in, at Vera Cruz, the necessary coal, he
means, we understand, to make a dash at Ta-
hascn, where it is said the enemy is in force,
numbering as many as 2000 of the regular ar-
my, waitiig to give him resistance.

FROM THE BRASSOS.

The schr, Sovereign, Capt. Peterzon, arri-
ved Jast evening from Brassos Santiago,
whence she sailed on the 28th ult. Althongh
not later than the James L. Day, she brings
copies of the Matamoras Flag of the 22d and
26th ult,, which we had not before scen. Lt.
Mehafly, of the 11th infantry, and Dr. Chalo- |
ner, of the army, came passengers.

The news we gave yesterday of the arrival
of Col. Doniphan at Parras, is confirmed by’
the Flag, which says the intelligence was
communicated to Gen Cushing by a letter from
Monterey. Col. Doniphan was shortly ex-
pected down the river with his command.
Mr. Parish, bearer ot despatches to General
Taylor, from Washington, passed throuzh
Matamoras on the 25th uit., to his destination. |

Gen. Cushing has reccived orders to jcinl
Gen. Taylor immediately at Monterey. Al-
thongh he has not yet recovered from his re-
cent injury, he had determined to set off in a
few days. The Massachusetts regiment would
go up with him. The Flag mentions that
Capt. Edward Webster, now in this city, had
been appointed aid to Gen. C.

Brig. Gen. Cadwallader had ordered an elec-
tion in the Massachusetts regiment, to supply
the vacancy in the Colonelcy, made by the
promotion of Gen. Cushing. It was to have
taken place on the 27th ult., but we have not
heard the result.

Three men of this regiment recently desert-
ed and attempted to reach the Brassos. They
crosseed the river above Matamoras, and had
not gone far befere a party of Camanches
came across them and murdered them all. The
Flag says that 2 few days prior to this, as the
Kentuchy Cavalry were on the marca from
Camargo to Reynosa, they arrested another
deserter irom the same regiment. O being
interrozated he replied that he was go.ag to
Monterey to take a boat to go back to Massa-
chusetts. Whether his insanity was real, or
only feigned, the Flaz had not been inforined.

The body of a white man kas been recently
discovered about seven miles below Reynosa,
chot through the breast. No clue has been
discovered to the circumstances of the murder
or the name of the victim.

The news from Monterey is no later than
we have already given. The 1st Ohio regi-
ment was to leave here on the 19th, and the
15t Indiana Regiment on the 20th ult ,on their
way home. The last train coming down met
1500 pack mules near Cerralvo, going up with
supplies.

Major Cass, with a detachment of the 3d
Dragoons, arrived in Matamoras on the 24th
ult. We have before given the destination of
this regiment, commanded by Col. E. G. W.
Butler.

LATE FROM-THE CITY OF MEXICO.

By the way of Tampico, the Picayune has
files of papers from the city of Mexico to the
19th oi May, which is eleven days later than
the previous advices.

The election for President was held on the
15th, and itwas generally supposed that Senor
Herrara was the successful candidate. The
Picayune thinks this is not the ex-President
Herrara. The news of the election is very
imperfect.  Angel Trias, governor of Chibua-
nua, zot the vote of the department of Mexico.
Herrara succeeded in Queretaro. Puebla vo-
ted for D. Melcoir Ocambo. The Commercial
Times states that on the 24th, intelligence
reached Vera Cruz from the capital that Her-
rara was elected. The writer on whose auth-
or this is given, states that the cause of his
success was from a desire generally felt a-
mong the thinking partof the people for peace.
The statement needs confirmation.

Santa Anna had left the command of the
army of the east to assume the duties of the
President. He was to enter the capital on
the 19th. In a letter published in the papers,
he states he had been indoustriously organi-
zing guerilla parties. He had issued a mani-
festo to the nation, but no copy of it has been
réceived in its country. It was to be pub-
lished on the 20th. An account of his ope-
rations in the east was published on the 15th.
In this he boasts largely of what he has doue,
hut does not say much of the futnre. We
copy one paragraph, written, the Picayune
thinks, to prepare for himself a favorable re-
ception in the capital. He is alluding to Pue-
bla:
“The whole population of this beautiful
city was in motion at the entrance of my divi-
sion, and gave signs of the most ardent en-
thusiasm. I could hardly walk from being
surrounded by thousands of citizens, who were
hurraing for independence and for the repub-
lic, and giving utterance to their hatred of our
invaders. In these moments my heart wasag-
itated by different feelings as I looked upon
an enthusiastic people calling upon me for
arms tp defend themselves, giving the most
signal proof of their love for the lilerty of
their country, and as [ reflected the responsi-
hility of those who having the means had
neglected to take advantage of the good dis-
position of these people, the only want in
this city, your Excellency, was a proper man
to move in the defence of the national cause.”
The government was thinking of some mea-
sures to release the American prisoners in the
capital.
El Republicano was again trying to excite
the fears of the people for the designs of the
monarchical party. It says secret agents are
at work to change the form of government.
The citizens of the capital seem to be care-
less asto the fortification of thecapital. The
papers were appealing to them to turn out and
provide defence for it.
The departure of Gen. Valencia from the
capital at the head 5000 of the National Guard,
to unite his forces with Santa Anna’s troops,
was daily expected, but had not taken place
at last accounts.
Sen sres Gutierrez and Triarte have resigned
the port folios of war and justice. The for-
mer is succeeded by Gen. Alcorta, the latter
by D.Luis de la Rosa. Senor Baranda remains
Minister of Foreign Aiiairs.
Our Pacific squadron (says the Picayune,)
is busy upon the western ports of Mexico.—
On the 28th of April, a squadron of six or
eirht vessels was off Mazatlan, and a thous.
and men were to disembark to take the town.
Letters from Mazatlan say they were making
their every preparation for defence, but if the
descent is made in as great force as is repre-
sented, they can make no defence of much ac-
count. Other accounts say that the port of
San Blas, too, was menaced by our squadron,
and that it was the purpose of the Americans
to land and take the town.
The followingletter from our correspondent
contains all the news touching the movement
of the fleet :

Correspondence of the Herald & Tribvane.

Veza Cruz, May 234, 1847.

The U. S. steamer Spitfire arrived here on
the 19th from a short cruise of 90 miles up
the coast, during which she visited the towns
of Puebla, Navitta and Tacoluta, demanding
froin them an acknowledgment of surrender,
a notification te which they had receive!
from the ** Germantown” soine ten day previ-
ously. At the approach of the Spitfire, Pue-
bla was deseried, and the other town refused
to mike any surrender; they being overawed
by the peopie of Mesantla, (a town of consid-
erable size, sitnated back some 30 miles from
the coast,) who supposing themselves inac-
cexsalile 1o onr vessels. threatened with ex-
tremity all who treat or hold intercourse with
us. The town of Puebla, Nautla and Tacolu-
ta are more Indian villages ; the first contain-
ing not more than a dozen huts, and contained
some hundred or more French colonists, whose
principal men having treated with the “Ger-
mantown” brought down upon them the ven-
gence of the back country peop'e. Immedi-
ately after the departure of the Germantown,
a decent was made upon the French, and all
concerned in the treaty were marchel off in
irons, A Fr. schr. Nenita, was seized,%plun-
dered and burnt, and part of her crew carried
of. These facts were learned from the Cap-
tain of the schr. a Frenchman, who was pick-
ed up in his boat and brought to this city by
the Spitfire. The entire country around Vera
Cruzis overrun with the disbanded soldiery of
defeated Mexican armies, who having no oth-
er way of living, become Brigands,and in
hands of ®0 to 200 invest the vicinity of vil-
Jages, indiscriminately plunlering friend and
foe. Theserohbers make any intercourze of
the peaceably inclined and indoustrious vil'a-
ges with us, the pretext for robbing and mur-
dering them; or that the well dizposed dare not
submit for fear of encountering a worse fate

them to. The whole country isin a wretched
state of anarchy and disorganization, there
being no law or protection for the inhubitants
except beneath the *‘stars and stripes

Com. Perry, on the 9th inst, left Anton
Lizardo for Tobasco. His force consisted of
the steamers Mississippi, Vixen, Sawurge and
Scorpion; the frigate Raritan, the sloop-oi-war
Germantown, Adams and Albany, and several
bomb vessels. Noresistance was anticipated,
and the return of the squadron is daily expec-
ted. The frigate Potomac and steamer Spitfire
remained to protect this portion of the coast.

On the 9th, the English frigate Alarm, brig
Daring, and steamer Vesuvius left the anchor-
age of Sacrificios for Havana, with several ca-
ses of yellow fever on boari. The vomito
has made its appearance in this city, but as
yet in few cases. Vera Cruz has already
nearly recovered the effects ot the siege—the
people are returning, the knocked down hous-
es are being re-built, the streets cleaned,
shops opened, and all the activity of a seaport
displayed. Among other things we have an
American circus in full operation.

Provisiox Manger.—The market for Ameri-
can-cured provisions keeps steady ; and, as there
is little or nothing of thiz description of goods now
arriving from Ireland, the importations from the
United States, in most instances. meet a ready
sale. The value of beef, pork, and hams, is much
the same as last noted. Bacon, however, in con-
sequence of the ecarcity of supplies, and particu-
larly of fresh meut, which fanges from 74d to 9d
per pound, is in excellent demand ; and the rates
now current are from 2s to 3s higher than those
last no ed. The arrivals, during the last fortnight,
have been of u limited character; and prices of
bacon have, consequently, advanced Is per 100
weight. T'he prices no'v obtainable vary from 42«
to 45s per 100 weight. according to the quaniity.
There has been a decline of 28 to 3s per cwt in
American tallow since the 4th May. That article
is now at 44s to 46s per cwt. At present there
is no American butter in the market.
Tuae Moxey Manger.—The amount of bullion
in the Bank of England has increased 1o the ex-
tent of a quarter of a million sterling. This fa-
vorable circumstance has enaliled the bank to dis-
count more freely, even on bills that have had as
much as three mouths te run. Advances were
made to bankers at 54 per cent. on promiscuous
The favorahle state of the Ameriean ex-

‘I'lie consol market, nevertheless, has been marked
throughout by general heaviness, ‘I'he position
of aflairs now is this: The extreme pressure is
gone. but money still remains extremcly scarce,
and too dear for the profitable prosecution of husi-
ness. Our yuotations for all the several stocks,
although lower than the closing prices of the last
sleamer, must be undersioad to be 1 or 2 per cent.
higher than the lowest prices during the interval.
The present amsunt of bullion held by the bank
is estimated by very competent judgesto be ten
millions, whilst the reserve of bank notes is nearly
four millions.

We aaticipated this,
and our predictions have been realized Anim-
provement in a!l departments of business in Greal
Britain must follow any relief in the money mar-
ket, and the prevailing impression in financial
circles, when the Hibernia left, was that the Bank
of England had passed the crisis, and its position
would steadily strengthen.

THE undersigned, purchascrs and dealersin
Naval Stores in this place, with a view to adopt
some general regulations which seem {0 them (s
be founded in justice, and more in accorlance
with the customs of vther markets, have agreed 1o
gs!ablish for their future government, the follow.
ing

REGULATIONS.
That as no good reason is upparent to them for
changing the size and weight of barrels of Tur-
pentine, and it would perbaps be productive of in.
convenience to the makers, it will be purchased as
heretofore, the gross weight of the barrel to be 340
Ibs., or 260 Ibs. net; the turpentine to be delivered
on the yard for inspection at the expense of the sel.
ler; and as there has been in many csses, an unjust
inequality, in fixing upou the amount of Exirn,
and whereas the law prescribes what the order of
turpentine shall be, when expused for vale, with
nut proscribing any remedy in casé it is not in
said order, we therefore agree that hereafter a de.
duction shall he made under the denomination of
extra cooperage as followe; For scottling, packing,
&c., one cent per barrel, for the first two hoops
that may be lacking short of twelve as prescribed
hy law, one cent each, and foreach huop les« than
ten that may be short, two cents each, also what
other labor may be necessary to put it in the or
der the law prescribes to be adjudged by the In-
spectors, together with the usual dedutions for un-
murchantable barrels exceeding the numlbes
taken to pack. Puichases made at the Rail
Road Depot will be sulject to a deduction
of two cents per bbl. drayage, thereby pla-
cing the scllers per Rail Road on a foolng
with those by water. These regulations to apply
to "I'ar, only so far as regards expense of rolling,
draying and inepection. T'he cusiom adopied in
reference Lo the condition of the barrels it is sup-
posed must be free from all objection, as turpen-
ime put up in perfect order will only be subjectto
a deduction of one vent per bbl. instead of the for-
mer rates of exira.
We also agree that in futore we shall refuse
to compromise for fraudulent mixture as hereto-
fore, that we deem chips, straw, billets of woud,
limbs, dirt, &e., as a frandulent mix ure, and that
we shull abide by the strict letter of the law in all
such csses. And whereas it appears that the [u-
spectors du not consider themselves suthorized to
make bills otherwise than as prescribed by law,
that we will in sil cases, purchase by the lbl, of
320 lbe. and allow the Inspector to meke his bill as
the law directs 280 Ibs. but that there shall be de-
ducted from the bill one eighth of the amount
